The old adage about one man’s loss Deing an- 
other man’s gain applies to the McGiovern-Young Cor 
bett fight. While we in the East are bewailing the un 
fortunate circumstance which will prevent the battle 
taking place in our midst, fistic enthusiasts in the West 
are correspondingly gleeful over the prospect of seeing 
the fight In Louisville, Ky.,on Sept. 22, under the 
auspices of the Southern Athletic Club, This satisfac- 
tory arrangement was made possible,as I told 
week in this column, because of the antagonistic atti 
tude assumed by the Connecticut state’s-attorney, en- 
dorsed by a supreme court justice who advised the 
action of his legal coadjutor. Due notice was served on 
all parties that a specia! session of court would be held 
to put the men on trial the day of the contest, and as 
neither one of the boxers or the men behind the Nut- 
meg Athletic Club desired to get mixed up ina legal 
battle the conclusion was reached that the best thing to 
do under the circumstances was to shift the match to 
Louisville, which seemed the only logical place where a 
battle of such magnitude could be successfully handled, 
Bob Gray, of the Southern Athletic Club, was not long 
in clinching the match for the Falls City. Ile was 
com peiled to offer the sume guarantee as the Nutmeg 
Athletic Club—#14,000, with the privilege of sixty per 
cent of the gross gate receipts—but rather than Ict the 
match get away from him he agreed to the demands of 
the fighters and succeeded in landing the rich prize for 
Louisville. The change of date comes hard on the 
two fighters, especially Corbett, who has been in almost 
continuous training for two months, not, however, for 
McGovern, but for Dave Sullivan, Abe Attell and Jack 
McClelland, all three of whom he was prevented from 
fighting by the too strenuous actions of the authorities 
in Denver and St. Louis. He continued right on when 
the time to fight McGovern drew near, and both he 
and the latter were, as “Paper Collar Joe’’ used to say, 
“within harfa pound of being fit,’’ when the shift to 
Louisville was made, 

They are hard at work again, however, and if both 
xo in the ring in good condition the fight should be a 
pugilistic treat, and the fight followers in the Western 
country may well offer congratulations for having such 
a rare treat thrust upon them,

Root had won the other battle on a foulin the seventh 
round, but the knowledge Gardiner acquired on that oc- 
casion enab‘ed him to fight his conqueror ina manner 
well calculated to bring about defeat. Gardiner prove:

inflict, never varying his own plan of action which was 
to bring his opponent down by fighting steadily at his 
stomach, his one vulnerable point. The story of the 
fight tells how Gardiner’s face was almost mashed to 
a pulp by Root’s right and left-hand punches, He took 
what was given him, meanwhile shooting his own good 
wallops into Root’s body in a terribly effective way, 
ultimately bringing the latter down to a state of ex- 
haustion, which urged his seconds te the humane act 
of throwing up the sponge. 

If Gardiner can do the middleweight limit, and I 
don’t see any reason why he cannot, he ought to give 
a good account of himself in a fight even with Tommy 
Ryan for the middleweight title, Though com parative- 
ly a new man in the business, he has been fighting with 
much success both in this country and abroad. He 
fought Jack Moffatt twice, and in both contests Moffatt 
dislocated his shoulder and had to give up in favor of 
Gardiner. Others who have met reverses at the hands 
of Gardiner are *‘Kid’’ Carter, Jimmy Handler and 
George Byers. ‘“Kid’’ Carter whipped Walcott twice, 


but the last time Gardiner fuced the black man he was 
beaten atter twenty rounds of hard fighting. He ac- 


quitted himself creditably though, and showed he had 
the temerity to face Walcott, something that Ryan has 
steadfastly refused to do. Gardiner tried, on the princi- 
ple that it is better to have fought and lost than not to 
have fought atall.
